COMPANY'S FIGURES 


SHOW WAGE ADVANCE 


Jive Instances Where Increase Has 


Been Very Substantial Since 1897 


—Prefer Giving; Work to 


Kaciue Residents. 


There will be no strike or walk out 


at the Racine Sattley Company, forrner- 
.y the Racine Wagon & Carriage eom- 
mny. Agitation on account of several 
men having been discharged some weeks 
ngo has died out. None of the discharg- 
ed men have been reinstated and it is 
understood that many of the leading em- 
ployes of the concern have withdrawn 
from the union and will not 
affiliate 


with that organization in the future. 


When the men were let 
out 
mass 


meetings were held and the action of the 
company criticised, 
the 
claim 
being 


made that it was a blow at unionism, 
n fact that the discharged men belong- 
ed to the union and the organization- 
lad been discriminated against. 


This the officers of the Racine Sattley 


company denied and argued that it had 
a- right to conduct its own business and 
intended to conduct it as they saw fit 
and that the men were discharged for 
cause and that it was not known whe- 
ther they belonged to the union or not. 


WILL RUN ALL WINTER. 


For days the people expected to see 


the members of the union go out and 
that the factory would close for the 
winter, but this is all over now and the 
big factory is running ten hours a day, 
with a force of over 600 men and ex- 
pect to continue 
during 
the 
winter 


months. 


During the controversy 
a 
question 


came up with reference to wages paid 
at the Racine Sattley company plant. 
In an interview one of the officers stat- 
ed that there had been an increase of 
wages from 15 to 25 or 30 per cent and 
gave figures to show it.

Workers union, nor to take any side in 
this controversy, but believes the com- 
pany as well as its employes are entitled 
to fair treatment and with that end in 
view has secured wages paid to at least 
three of the discharged men for years 
back, which show an increase.

ratio. The 25,000 returns show earn- 
ings increased 11.6 per cent, in the per- 
iod between 1000 to 1002, the increase 
last year being fl per cent, over 1002. 
The cost of living by these reports is

M02 being 2 per cent. There are numer- 
ous articles 
necessary in the family 


that have not increased, but have de- 
creased, clothing being one of them, as 
well ns some items in the eating line.

THE TARIFF OF PROTECTION. 
Ex-Governor Boies agrees with Sena- 


tor Allison as to the importance of the 
tariff and declares it is the only real 
issue. The question is, says the Demo- 
cratic ex-governor, a tariff for protec- 
tion or a tariff for revenue 
and he 


stands for a tariff for revenue only. It 
is very likely that these Iowa Democrats 
sounding the battle cry for a tariff for 
revenue will be more than met half way 
by the giants of the Republican party.

This does away with any interjection 


of the remark what about the amend- 
ment of protective tariffs. Iowa Re- 
publicans and Republicans of nny other 
state may and will wage the ever con- 
tinuous battle for a protective tariff, a 
policy ever assailed and a political par- 
ty ever waiting for an opportunity to 
storm the entrenchments.

154 Lafiiyctte passeiiyerR, including sev- 
eral hundred students of Purdue 'univer- 
sity, wan wrecked at 10:20 this morn- 
ng near RivorKido 1'nrk'. at the edge of 
his city.

wenty-four seriously. 
Among the dead are several members 


of the Purdue university football team 
vhich was to play Indiana university 
:or the state championship here today.

The train bore the Lafayette rooters

SOME ONE BLUNDERED. 


At a gravel pit switch 
near 
Eigh- 


teenth street a switch engine with a cut 
off of cars collided with the passenger. 
The passenger engine and first three 
coaches were almost totally destroyed. 
The first coach was crushed to splinters, 
the second telescoped and was thrown 
down an embankment fifteen feet high, 
while the third coach was overturned 
and thrown across the track. 
There 


is confusion as to what caused the acci- 
dent, each engineer insisting that he had 
the track and did not know of the other 
train. 
A deep cut prevented 
a 
clear 


view of the track. 


The crash of the two engines threw 


the first two coal cars into the first two 
coaches in which were many 
of • the 


players and substitutes. 


The engine, two coal cars 
nnd two 


coaches were crushed into a confused 
mass of wreckage. 
Under this pile of 


debris were fifty or more students of the 
university. 


The injured in the renr conches hur- 


ried to the aid of the victims. 


QUICK WORK OF RESCUE. 


The work of pulling out the dead and 


injured was continued by the students 
and passengers, including many 
girls 


from Lafayette, until surgical help ar- 
rived. The hospitals, surgeons and offi- 
cers were telephoned for aid and physic- 
ians began rushing up in 
automobiles 


and carriages. 


Ambulances and special vehicles for 


hurrying away the dead 
and injured 


were hurried to the wreck. 
A large 


force continued tearing away the ilebris 
and removing bodieti. 


Tho condition of some of the dead was 


frightful. 
One body was entirely be- 


headed. 
Others were terribly mutilat- 


ed in other ways. 
Two of the dead, 


the Hamilton boys, wore brothers. One 
lived at Lafayette and one at Hunting- 
ton, 
Ind. 


The crash of the collision was heard 


for blocks around. The 
news spread 


quickly, people hurried from every di- 
rection and women who lived in the vi- 
cinity came prepared with remedies to 
assist the injured. 
AH the ambulances 


in the city responded to the alarm. 


CARE FOR WOUNDED FCRST. 


Tho wounds of the injured men were 


dressed temporarily and they were hur- 
ried away to the hospitals. The city 
hospital and dispensary ambulances each 
carried several loads to the city hospi- 
tal. 
Several of the injured were carried 


away by their friends in buggies. A 
number were laid on the fire hose wag- 
ons and carried away. The dead were 
removed last. 


Tho last bodies taken out were those 


of W. Grnlv of Butler. Ind., and AValtw 
Furr, of Corpus C'rHf.i. Ti-x. Their ma» 
glecl bodic'R WPrp found Iviripd tindpr the 
overturned tender c-ruslii'd almost b* 
youd recognition.

The tender was raised 
with jacks and the bodies were drawn 
out. The body of Gabriel S. Drollinger 
was found almost beheaded under the 
wreckage of the first coach. It was res- 
cued with difficulty. 


WEPT FOR DEAD CLASSMATES. 
The scenes following the rescue of the 


dead and injured were distressing. Men 
wept and cried aloud when they looked 
upon the faces of their dead classmates 
or at the sufferings of their classmates 
and 
fraternity 
brothers. Here 
and 


there some one would 
•• and 
lift 


from the face of one of t!. 
..d, a hand- 


kerchief or piece of garment that had 
been placed over the features by some 
friend. Many of the students rolled up 
their sleeves and knelt at the side of 
the stricken men 
and 
bathed 
their 


wounds until the services of a surgeon 
could be secured. 


All of the young men. killed were in 


the first coach which was reduced to 
kindling wood. They were found lying 
tangled anrl bleeding with the injured 
pinned against them. 
The coach held 


about seventy persons. Those who re- 
tained consciousness when laid on the 
ground urged and in some cases demand- 
ed that their friends hasten to the tele- 
graph offices and inform their parents 
that they had escaped 
with 
a 
few 


bruises. 


Several of the suffering fellows pit- 


eously pleaded that their names be not 
published because of the 
anguish 
it 


would cause their mother; or fathers. 


JOY TURNED TO SORROW. 


Down town three 
miles away 1200 


cheering students had arrived on a spec- 
ial train from Bloomington, Ind., with 
the sturdy boys of the Indiana univer- 
sity eleven eager for the contest on the 
gridiron. They poured out of the train 
with band playing and colors flying to 
be met with the news of the tragedy to

TAKES POSSESSION OF CHILD

Her attorney stated this morning a* 


the result of Mrs. Roseval's visit to his 
office: 
"When Mrs. Mary Roseval left 


her husband she, was compelled to flee 
for her life. In her haste to get away 
she left one of the four children, a 
ffirl, aged about 10 years, working in 
the corn field. A mother's love for a 
child and the thought of leaving the 
girl with the parent who had been so 
cruel to her was almost more than she 
could endure, and there was no way in 
which she could obtain possession of the 
daughter only through the courts, which 
finally gave her the custody of all the 
children. Meanwhile, the girl was held 
by the father. 


Another daughter, aged

The father learned this yes- 
terday and cume to the city to take 
her away. She was missed during the 
noon hour nnd when the folks at her 
new home asked one of her playmetes 
where she was, the little girl said, 'some 
man came and took her with him."

FORAGE CROPS FOR COWS. 


T. v.'iu r;<it EO 
<<» Depend Wholly 


l';>un N:it«rnl I'astnraare. 


lo (letei-u;inin~ what crops should be 


grown for forage for tbe cows ,ia the 
dairy consideration should be given the 
matter of flavor. This precludes th« 
use of rape on. account of the strong 
cabbage-like odor which is detected In 
tbo mljfc unless the cows are very care- 
fully fed, which Is not an economical 
way to feed green stuff, says Dairy and 
Creamery. 


Sweet corn, sorghum and millet are 


three green crops that may be grown 
with perfect success. The sweet corn 
is our favorite because it can b". mied 
over quite an extended purio-i, remain- 
ing iu good condition from tbe time tha 
ears are quite immature until fully 
ripe, and even after that it makes a 
palatable and nutritious forage for 
cows or other stock. 


Sorghum is n good green feed and 


may be cut. as it will renew itself. The 
objection to it as a second growth crop 
is that at times it seems to develop 
poisonous qualities, and this character- 
istic Is not yet well enough understood 
to furnish us with certain means of 
prevention of the trouble. 


Tbe farmer who depends wholly on 


natural pasturage during the summer 
is" certain to lose money, even in favor- 
able j-ears, and In dry years his re- 
ceipts will fall oft to a disastrous ex- 
tent 


It is a good plan to sow small patches 


eC different kinds of forage crops at 
different times so as to bave a succes- 
sion and a good supply on hand in any 
emergency that may arise. 


There Is rarely good pasturage for a 


longer period than sLt weeks in the 
early spring, even in the most favora- 
ble seasons, and a supply of supple- 
mentary green feed will come handy 
on any farm where cows are kept about 
nine out of ten years. 


No farmer thinks it too much trouble 


to prepare an ample supply of bay and 
grain for winter, and very often the 
greatest necessity for feeding arises in 
the middle of summer. 
If at such 


times there is a supply of green feed 
available, money will be saved and the 
regular receipts from tbe herd will not 
decrease. 


If the milk flow is allowed to de- 


crease in summer, it cannot be restored 
at any later time, so it is only the part 
of wisdom to be ready to supply any 
deficiency in this respect. 


.Dairy Jottlnitn. 


Do not allow silage and other food 


about the stable at milking time. Many 
more odors got into the milk after ic 


! has been drawn from the cow than 


] comes with the cow. 


Remove the milk from tbo stable as 


soon as possible after milking. 


A roiik pail covered witb a h'.yer of 


absorbent cotton between two layers of 
cheesecloth is a good protection to the 
milk from outside surroundings. 


Cheese cannot be kept in the far 


south in summer in any quantity ex- 
cept in cold storage, and it would have 
to In; used up quickly in order to keep 
it in prime condition. 
As there arc 


cokl storage plants in all cities and 
towns of «ny size it is not a ditliotilt 
n.utter to manage Ibis part of tbe busi- 
ness. 


I am not prepared to say that there 


is any one section of the country offer- 
ing peculiar advantages for tbe cheese 
business. Any one contemplating es- 
tablishing a cheese factory should visit 
the south and inspect the market 
conditions for bln-.self. Tbe responsi- 
bility of giving an opinion on tbls sub- 
ject is much greater than the writer 
believes it just or fair to assume. 
There are a good many line towns 
along the Mississippi river where the 
cheese industry is but h'ttle developed 
and which should afford a good mar- 
ket.—Professor A. M. Soule, Texas Ex- 
periment Station. 


Tho PnrcS!" D)|> For Cbrcjic. 


The pnratiln method of putting up 


cheese is gaining ground, some of the 
meetings of choose makers having de- 
clared strongly In its favor. It costs a 
little movi; than the common salting 
and binding process, but is considered 
far more satisfactory and effective. 
The paraffin 
Is applied when 
the 


cheese is being cured and made ready 
for shtpmi-nt. Some dairy instructors 
advise that the. cheese should be left 
on tho shelves In the factory for sev- 
eral wooks In a moderate temperature 
to grow linn before It is packed 
jiwuy. but tbo advocates of tbe paraffin- 
ing method think that as soon as tbe 
product ha? boon shaped and has be- 
come sufh'cioutly dry it should be 
dipped in tbe hot paralllu and then 
placed immediately in cold storage. 


Paper Ch«e«e Boxes. 


The Canadian Grocer has this to say 


about it: 


••It is expected that tho wooden 


choose box will soon be superseded by 
a paper one. L. D. Lewis Of Adams, 
who is the inventor, received his patent 
from Washington last June. Two sam- 
ple boxes were on exhibition at tbe Wa- 
tortown Produce Exchange ti.inquoVliPld 
at -\\~atottown.N.Y., last month. One was 
made of pulp, the otber of paper, and 
of tho two the former seemed mure de- 
sirable. Tho weight of a paper box for 
n sixty pound cheese is tbroo and a half 
pounds aud varies according to tlui 
material from which it is made. The 
boxes are uniform in size, a decided ad- 
vantage ovor woodou ones. The paper 
boxes are ;nit together with cement 
making thorn air ami moisture proof,

FORAGE CROPS FOR COWS. 


It V/m r.'ot Bo to Depend 


Upon X:ttural Pastnrac«. 


In cleteruiinins what crops should ba 


grown for fon-age for the cows^in the 
daily consideration should be given the 
matter of flavor. This precludes the 
use of rape on account of the strong 
cabbage-like odor which is detected l« 
the mijk unless the cows are very care- 
fully fed. which is not an economical 
way to feed green stuff, says Dairy and 


reamery. 
Stveet corn, sorghum and millet are 


three green crops that may be grown 
with perfect success. The sweet corn 
is our favorite because it can be used 
over quite an extended perio-a, remain- 
ing in good condition from the time tho 
ears are quite immature until fully 
ripe, and even after that it makes a 
palatable and nutritious forage for 
cows or other stock. 


Sorghum is a good green feed and 


may be cut, as it will renew itself. The 
objection to it as a second growth crop 
is that at times it seems to develop 
poisonous qualities, and this charaoter- 
stic is not yet well enough understood 
to furnish us with certain means of 
prevention of the trouble. 


The farmer who depends wholly on 


natural pasturage during the summer 
is" certain to lose money, even in favor- 
able years, and in dry years his re- 
ceipts will fall off to a disastrous ex- 
tent 


It is a good plan to sow small patches 


ef different kinds of forage crops at 
different times so as to have a succes- 
sion and a good supply on hand in any 
emergency that may arise. 


There Is rarely good pasturage for a 


longer period than six weeks in the 
early spring, even in the most favora- 
ble seasons, and a supply of supple- 
mentary green feed will come handy 
on any farm where cows are kept about 
nine out of ten years. 


No farmer thinks it too much trouble 


to prepare an ample supply of hay and 
grain for winter, and very often the 
greatest necessity for feeding arises In 
the middle of summer. 
If at such 


times there is a supply of green feed 
available, money will be saved and the 
regular receipts from the herd will not 
decrease. 


If the milk flow is allowed to de- 


crease in summer, it cannot be restored 
at any later time, so it is only the part 
of wisdom to be ready to supply any 
deficiency in this respect. 


. Dairy Jottings. 


Do not allow silage and other food 


about the stable at milking time. Many 
more odors get into the milk after it 
has been drawn from the cow than 
eomos with the cow. 


Remove the milk from the stable as 


soon as possible after milking. 


A milk pail covered with a layer of 


absorbent cotton between two layers of 
cheesecloth is a good protection to the 
milk from outside surroundings. 


Cheese cannot be kept in the far 


south in summer in any quantity ex- 
cept in cold storage, and it would have 
to be used up quickly in order to keep 
it in prime condition. As there are 
cold storage plants in all cities and 
towns of any size it is not a difficult 
n.iuter to manage this part of the busi- 
ness. 


I am not prepared to say that there 


is any one section of the country offer- 
ing peculiar advantages for the cheese 
business. Any one contemplating es- 
tablishing a cheese factory should visit 
the south and inspect the market 
conditions for himself. The responsi- 
bility of giving an opinion on this sub- 
ject is much greater than the writer 
believes it just or fair to assume. 
There are a good many fine towns 
along the Mississippi river where the 
cheese industry is but tittle developed 
and which should afford a good mar- 
ket.—Professor A. M. Soule, Texas Ex- 
periment Station. 


Tho PKrciB.ii Dtp For dleesc. 


The paraffin method of putting up 


cheese is gaining ground, some of the 
meetings of cheese makers having de- 
clared strongly in its favor. It costs a 
little move than the common salting 
and binding process, but is considered 
fur more satisfactory and 
effective. 


The paraffin 
is applied when 
the 


cheese is being cured and made ready 
for shipment. Some dairy instructors 
advise that the choese should be left 
on the shelves In the factory for sev- 
eral weeks in a moderate temperature 
to grow firm before It is packed 
away, but the advocates of the paraffin- 
ing method think that as soon as the 
product has been shaped and has be- 
come sufficiently dry it should be 
dipped In the hot paraffin and then 
placed immediately In cold storage. 


Paper Chcexe Boxes. 


The Canadian Grocer has this to say 


about it: 


"It is expected that the wooden 


cheese box will soon be superseded by 
a paper one. L. D. Lewis of Adams, 
who is the inventor, received his patent 
from Washington last June. Two sam- 
ple boxes were on 'exhibition at the Wa- 
tortown Produce Exchange b'anquetlield 
at Watertown.N. Y., lasttnonth. One was 
made of pulp, the other of paper, and 
of tho two the former seemed more de- 
sirable. The weight of a paper box for 
a sixty pound cheese is threo and a halt 
pounds and varies according to the 
material from which it is made. The 
boxes are uniform in size, a decided ad- 
vantage over woodeu ones. The paper 
boxes are put together with cement, 
making thorn air and moisture proof. 
Both top and bottom covers are ar- 
ranged to provide for ventilation." 
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Experiments at the Illinois station to 


compare the amount of dirt falling from 
washed and unwashed udders during 
the yroeess of milking are reported as 
follows: It was determined after sev- 
eral trials with three different milkers 
on thirty cows that it requires an av- 
erage of four and one-half minutes to 
milk a cow, 


A glazed dish eleven inches in diame- 


ter, the size of an ordinary milk pail, 
was placed in the top of a pail aud held 
under a cow's odder in the same posi- 
tion as when milking.

WASHING BUTTER. 


Device POT Fnrlf yius Water n,t lows 


Colloac of Asrlcultnre. 


The dairy department of the Iowa 


State College of Agriculture, which 
ins been carrying °n experiments for 
some time having in view the improve- 
ncnt ot the keeping qualities of butter, 
has at last discovered a device by 
which the desired results are success- 
fully obtained, says the Farmers' Ad- 
vocate. 


The device which results in the com- 


ilete purification of wash water so ex- 
:enslvely used In all Iowa creameries, 
jy the destruction of all undesirable 
germs and bacteria which cause the 
rapid deterioration of butter in .quality 
and flavor, is of the utmost importance 
and flavor to all dairymen. 


The department, assisted by the state 


dairy commissioner In Des Moincs, 
will co-operate with the dairymen in 
the stfite to put the device into prac- 
tical use in their own creameries. 


A large filtering plant has been com- 


pleted, consisting of a tank having a 
great number of layers'of small stones, 
gravel, 
sand, 
charcoal 
and 
coke, 


through which the impure water is 
thoroughly filtered. The average wash 
water used in Iowa's creameries has 
bp.en found to contain from 5,000 to 
30,000 germs per cubic centimeter, and 
the only method for purification here- 
tofore has been by the process ot pas- 
teurization, which has been found very 
expensive and almost impracticable. 
Water taken from shallow wells in 
various parts of the state -which first 
proved to be completely infested with 
these harmful bacteria was .experi- 
mented with, and after the nitration 
the filtrate was found to be chemical- 
ly .pure and free from all undesirable 
germs, as shown by chemical and bac- 
terial analysis. 


By the installation of such a plant, in 


each creamery in the state and the use 
of chemically pure water for purposes 
of washing butter it is the expectation 
of the department that the keeping 
qualities of Iowa butter will be much 
improved, thus saving a considerable 
amount of cold storage expenses to 
commission houses handling butter in 
the state.

"For'very similar reasons it is of the 


greatest importance that all the young 
stock that are considered of value 
should be successfully reared, as other- 
wise the results of careful breeding 
will be very materially interfered with. 
As a rule, we have found that most 
men overfeed the calves and do not 
sufficiently dilute the milk in feeding 
the quite young stock. During the last 
four years in our herd no calf that has 
been set aside as good enough to be 
brought up has been lost. 


"When in a herd devoted to butter 


production the introduction of fresh 
blood is requisite, it is difficult to ob-. 
tain a bull whose ancestors have been' 
bred on the lines indicated in describ- 
ing foundation stock, as in many Jer- 
sey herds the cuttle are bred partly 
for appearance and partly for their 
dairy qualities. And a second difQculty 
presents Itself in buying that the young 
calves are so exactly alike in size and 
appearance that mistakes may be easily 
made and a young bull of inferior 
pedigree considered to be of the very 
highest value, and vice versa.

A farmer in South Dakota says: I 


have raised calves in South Dakota 
for the past twenty years, and it is nnt 
unusual for one to become sick with 
scours. 1 give no medicine, but instead 
give pure cold water. I use a bottle, 
and if the calf is standing I elevate 
the head and pour the water into the 
mouth.' Not long ago I had a calf that 
was too weak to stand. As I gave the 
water it ran back out of his mouth, 
and I noticed that the' temperature 
was raised considerably. I persevered 
until he swallowed water, and he soon 
got well. I have had calves to become 
sick in extremely cold weather, but 
used the same treatment with good 
success. I have saved some very hope- 
less cases and think I £irn warranted 
in recommending this treatment. 


Steep Them Dry nnd Clcnn. 


Do your best to make the lane through 


which the cows must come to the sta- 
ble at milking time dry and clean. Cat- 
tle do not enjoy wading through mud 
a foot deep, and it Is not well for them 
to do it either. Clean feet afford every 
cow comfort. Comfortable cows give 
the most milk and that which ia rich- 
est. 


Bloody Milk. 


A correspondent has a cow that gives 


clots of blood with her milk from the 
front teats. For this trouble we advise: 
Mix twenty grains tannic acid and an 
ounce each of glycerin and water. Shake 
•well and inject a little into the teats 
nftor cnch milking. Also give a ten- 
spoon of pulverized sulphnte of iron 
nt a dose twice a day in bran mash, 
and continue It for two weeks.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 


Many

HISTORIAN IS DEAD 


Domino Lamented by Kaiser and Ills I'eoplo 


—Was Author of Thirty-Flvo 


Works.
